Dealing with the open-door policy, %he Symposium einphastzed the importance 
of c(pmuni eating with the outside world and benefitting from the experience 
of advanced count ides iri prccnoting Egyptian life. 

Other subdeots dealt with in the Symposium touched upon the deyelbpment 
of E^pt's hman resources in 'rural and urban centers^ the explbitatibn 
of the ener|ies of the Es^tian man, the uplifting of Sem's effibiehcy and 
the orientation of man towards achieving Egypt's lofty national objebtives.

He went on to describe the system ©f stud^ adopted by Al-Azhar^ Saying 

that this University v^s pioneer in adopting the system of symposiai 

liBll-discussions and ^^therings irt lanes, adding that this same syst«n 
was* copied by Caxnbridg^ University some five hundred years ago. ; 

The witer then reviewed the various legisiatidns enacted for developing 
education in fil-Azhar University^, beginning with the Law of 1872 which 
set the rules for obtairrf:ng the 'Aalamiyyah Gertifioate and moving to the 
law of 1^5 which intro^ced modeni subjects on Al-Azhar's curricula, the 
Law of 1908 which regulated the educational 'ladder, Eaw^N^^ of igii^, 
which defined the prero^tives of the Grarsd Shaikh of Al-Azhar and estab- 
lished a Supretne Counoil for Al-Azhar and, lastly, laws No. ^ of .1930 
and 26 of 1936 whereby, fbi^eign- lejig^ introduced in Al-Azmr and 

subjects taught in Al-Azhar's three faculties were determined.

Usui ftl-Din (Principles of Religion)> The i?hari 'cth. (Religious Doctrine 
and Eegisiatioh) arid Arabic language, apart from Al-Azhpr's secondary 
school. 

Conunenting on Law No, 103 of 1961 > the Vice-President said that thi is 
law has added a number of new faculties to Al-Azhar and has inorea'sed 
the burdens of students, in the preparatory and secondar:/' divisions. 
Since 1970, he added> Al-A2har institutes have been_admitting holders of 
the general primary and preparatory education bertifi elites though they 
lacked any- thorou^ religious -education.

T^ie Vice-President went on to say that law No. 103^ of 1951 has been a 

much-needed step towards developing Al-Azhar and introducing modern 

sciences and technologies as has been traditional of Al-Azhar in its

Following a visit to a ^Idren's folklore exhibition^, organized oh the 
occasion of the World Child's Year, the writer reviewed and analysed some 
of the art works displayed and attempted to denote the meanings and ideas 
sytnbolized in than and having bearing on popular life in Egypt. 

He then explained the role of adults in fostering and encbur^glrlg children's 
art talent and showed the manner in which children could be directed to 
develop and express their taleht. 

The writer 3ai& that Egypt has a formidable cuitumi heiitage ri^ in 
folklore, but these arts have declined ever the yeans partly because of 
th€_ incoming cix^lization and partly because of ^he materialistic modes 
of life brought about W the industrial revolution. 

Cohciudihg his axrtiole, he stressed the iMDle of thi State in reviving 
foikiore and encouraging .the hew generation to .e^loit its inherent 
talent. He showed the methods vrtiereby the Statfe could play this role ancl

He went on to explain ttxe esgperiences acsqaired thrpu^ fiiras, and the 
method of self- education with the aid of films arid elaborated on the 
situations in which <^ch method would be more benefioici; 

In conclusion, he indicated the role of filitis'ih prdgmmned education, 

ej^lairiing the oha^ractertstics of prcgrammed films and the nianner in which 
such films could be utilised in ail fields of educational purposes.

In oohclusion> the writer reviewed the educational activities aimed at

As an introduction to this Circular, the aims of tesic educatibh and the 
purposes of practical training lessons tau^t in basic schools are 
expouixied. 

The Circular then deals with the raw matertals heeded by these schools 
for their pmptical training. Such 3raw mateidai is either issued to 
schools from the warehouses of the respective Directoi^tes of Education 
or bought by than. The rules governing both procedures are set forth in 
the Circular. 

likewise^ the CircuJjar dealt with the handwork of pupils in these schools i 
Such haiviwbrk is of two categories, one which is suitable for sale and 
the other whicii is not suitable. Ihe Circular indl dated the ^nner in 
which both categories may be disposed of, 

in conclusion^ the Circular stressed the ituportance of rewarding pupils 
in basic schools for distinction^ either in eduoatibrial wbrlc or in / 
athletic activities. It suggested that the prizes be selected frcwi the 
handwork prbduce<^ the school itself. It showed hew this would encourage 
hardworking pupils and have a favourable impact on their colleagues^

After saying that emphasis has been laid during the last ten years on 
quality eAa cation, the report stressed the need for drawing up a fmnework 
for the educational policy, iridicatlng, in eohclusibh, the principles to 
be observed in such a framewbrk.

After indicating the basic functions vested in the Supreme Council of 
Universities and pointing to its role in drawing up plans and policies^ for 
university education, the writer enumerated the dutiei actually perfornied 

the Council and involving a large army of tasks j saying that the Council 
should delegate its authorities to the respective Paculuy and University 
Councils, exercising fairness in distribution and avoiding cbncentmtion 
of all tasks in the Supreme Council itself* 

Dealing with the procedure of work in the Council and its need for 
development, the writer expressed the opinion that the Council should be 
provided with the material, human and administrative possibilities neces- 
sary for making it more capable of .dispensing with its duties and respon- 
sibilities. 

Concluding liis article, he elaborated the new system of drgahizatibh 
whereby the functions of the respective university councils are clearly 
defined.

The second article prescribes certain forn»s, as indicated in the appendices, 
on which the data, concerning perf ortiiance efficiency are entered, including 
an indication of the frequency of the evaluation ter 

According to Article 3> employees occupying the first grade' of the personnel 
ladder or those occupying lower grades, are required to have three rounds 
of performance assessment conducted in their respect. Tne Article 
describes the treatment to be given to employees whose level of perfonrance 
is below par. 

Article 4 specifies the particular months of the year In wh:*.ih reports 
prepared bh_ each eniplbyee are submitted to local directors or department 
heads. It also indicates the manner in which the i?rades put by the direct 
supervisor may be adj ed upward 01^ downward. 

Tlie fifth article describes the procedure for keeping ail reports prepared 
in respect of each employee on active file. Article S establishes the right 
of each employee to have access to any particulars on his performance 
level recorded in such reports. 

The seventh article makes reference to the apipehded list of direct super- 
visors and local directors who are authorized to handle performance assess- 
ment reports in respect of the different categories of employees. 

Article 8 describes the procedure to be followed in assessing the perfor- 
mance of occupants of executive Jobs. 

The ninth article explains the steps to be taken \ the event no applicable 
provision is made in this Resolution. 
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Airticle 10 lists the ^mrious bodies subject to the Resolution whi.ie the 
eleventh article fixes the Resdlution^s effective date and repeals any 
provision contrary thereto.

Wittj 
the emergence of developed societies and^the changes in ecohdmic conditions ^ 
feminine education xms influenced and was given' the name of "home economics" 
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The article then reviewed the developments undergone by woman education 
in the 19th -Centuiy, indicated the role of foreign missionaries in this 
respect and explained the trend towards training girls for family life 
and qualifying them for work in t^e service of the society. It showed how 
these elements have influenced the developnent of woman education in the 
20th Century. 

Enumerating' the schools in which feminine education was practiced before 
the 1952 Revblutiohj the writer mentioned in parti euiar schools of home 
economics^ emb2?oidery, feminine culture, feminine education and advanced 
elemehtaiy e^'^.ucation. * . . ' 

Feminine schools emerging after the 1952 Revolution included advanced 
primary schools, industrial technical schools^ technical secondary 
schools for hotels, centers of complementary studies for girls completing 
jprimary education^ the Institute of Motherhood and- the High institute of 
Home Economics.
